LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 28.—The au- 
thorities here to-night hint’ that one of 
the most prominent labor leaders on the 
Pacific coast, another not quite so well 
known, two Easterners will be ar- 
rested within forty-eight hours in con- 
nection with the dynamiting of The Los 
Angeles Times building in which twenty- 
one persons were killed on Oct. 1. 

For several days now rumor has been 
connecting the names of a man well 
known in labor circles here and in San 
Francisco with the events.leading to the 
destruction The Times building, but

Burns detective agency have refused to 
divulge anything or indeed to mention 
his name. To-day their attitude changed 
and they intimated that the reporters 
gathered here from all sections of the 
United States might look for develop- 
ments socn. 

Probably the most important develop- 
ment to-day was Ortie McMafigie’s epen 
repudiation of John J. McNamara, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the International As- 
sociation of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers; and his brother, James B. Mc- 
Namara, now in cells here awaiting trial 
for complicity in the Los Angeles dyna- 
mite outrages, and his refusal to consult 
with the lawyers employed to defend the 
prisoners. 

When Job Harriman of Los Angeles, 
who has been acting with Judge Hilton of 
Denver for the accused men, went to see 
McManigle this morning, he cursed the at- 
torney and declared that he did not want 
@ lawyer and would rest his case “‘in the 
hands of the District Attorney, who 
knows all.”’ 

This -statement away the last 
hope of the labor outside that 
McManigle’s confession was a story man- 
ufactured by the newspapers out of whole 
cloth. Mr. Harriman asserted that, no 
matter what comes, he will have nothing 
to do with McManigle’s case.

ROBS ROCKEFELLER’S AGENT. 


Girl in Cleveland Office Bound and 
Gagged and Safe Rifled of $100.

CLEVELAND. Chio, April 28.—Miss 
Elsie W. Throne, an accountant in the 
offices of J. G. W. Cowtes, personal estate 
agent for John D. Rockefeller, was held 
up to-day by a robber, who bound her 
hand and foot, tied her in a chair with a 
gag in her mouth, and kept a revolver 
pointed at her while Ite‘ rifled the cask 
\Grawer of the safé and escaped with $100. 

This was at 3 o’clock, on the seventh 
fleor of the Park Building, windows of 
which overlook the busiest corner of 
Public Square, where five policemen of 
the traffic squad stood on duty and where 
hundreds of persons were passing ali the 
time. At no moment was the hall outside 
the Cowles offices empty, ‘and more than 
twenty persons were at work in nearby 
offices within easy call, while the robber 
was tying Miss Throne in her chair and 
rifling the safe. : 

Miss Throne was at her typewriter, 
copying papers. As the man entered she 
recognized him as one who had called 
earlier as she was leaving for luncheon 
to inquire for Mr. Cowles. 

‘“‘TIs Mr. Cowles in?"’ he asked again. 

‘He has gone for the day,” said Miss

There was @ little further conversation, 
in which the visitor said he was seeking 
a loan.

Garber Democrats in Ohio to Use New 
Law to Force Him to Come to Terms.

April 28.—In the pas- 
sage of the Edwards bill by the Onio 
Legislature the enemies of Goy, Judson 
Harmon within the Democratic Party 4as- 
sert that they have taken the means 
whereby they can either make him come 
to terms with them or refuse to give him 
a solid delegation to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention for President in 1912. 
This machine is known in Ohio as the 
Garber-Hanley-Finley-O’ Dwyer faction in 
the Democratic Party. 

The Edwards bill abolishes State boards 
of review and appoints Deputy State Tax 
Collectors in each county. Three men are 
named to form a.commission to appoint 
these officials—the Governor, Secretary of 
State, and State Auditor Fullington. Sec- 
retary of State Graves wants to be Gov- 
ernor and is aligned with the machine. 
Auditor Fullingter is a Republican. 
Therefore this commission—or, rather, 
these two Commissioners—may name any- 
body thew choere.

But Will Directs That Sons of 
Burke Roche Must Become 
American Citizens. 


ALLOWANCE FOR DAUGHTER 








To be Fixed by Executors—Not a 
Cent for Two Men She Married— 
Fifteen Codicils Filed.

Frank Work’s wil) was filed for probate 
yesterday. Rumors of a probable contest 
of the will were circulated as soon as its 
provisions became known, but no sfate- 
ment on this point was made with au- 
thority. The value of the estate, which 
is many millions, was not announced. 


Mrs. Frances Ellen Burke Roctie Batonyi 
receives no definite legacy, but is restrict- 
ed to such allowance as the executors 
may make. 

li was also reported vesterday that a 
friendly arrangement would be made 
under which the will would. be ignored, 
and Mrs. Burke-Roche and her sister, 
Mrs.-Peter Cooper Hewitt, divide the en- 
tire estate. 

To the will, which was“made June 5, 
1b01, were attached fifteen codiciis. 
summary of the provisions and the codi- 
cils shows these main points: 

Maurice Edmund Burke Roche and 
Frank George Burke Roche, grandsons of 
the testator and sons of his daughter, 
Mrs. Frances Ellen Work Burke Hoche 
Batonyi, must become American @itizens, 
take the name of Work, and keep a per- 
manent legal residence in the. United 
States to Bhare in the estate. 

Cynthia Burke Roche Burden, daughter 
of Mrs. Burke Roche Batonyi, is forbid- 
den to marry a foreigner or to visit Great 
Britain during the life of her father, 
James Jeffry Burke Roche, under penaity 
of losing her share in-the estate. She bas 
complied with one of the conditions by 
marrying an American. 

In the event that his grandchildren com- 
Ply with his wishes, the will directs that 
they shall share equally in the residue of 
his estate for life, their portions going to 
their children on their deaths. 

The executors of the will 
Cooper Hewitt, Francis B. 
Frank Sturgis. 

Mrs. Frances Ellen Work Burke Roche 
Batonyi must depénd on the exeeutors for 
any share in .the estate. The will directs 
that in case she separates from Aurel 
Batonyi she shall have “ suitable pro- 
vision ’’’ made for her by the executors. 
She has complied with this condition. 

Any payments to J. J. Burke Roche 
and to Aurel Batonyi, the husbands of his 
daughter, are forbidden by the will, which 
also prohibits any employment being given 
to Batonyl. 

Mrs. Lucy Cooper Hewltt, daughter of 
Mr. Work and wife of Peter Cooper Hew- 
itt, is given $80,000 a vear and the use of 
Elm Court, Newponr, R. 1. for life. 

Mr. Work's nieces, Ellen and Mary 
Merrick, each receive $1,500 a year for 
life and the joint use of the premises 
on Jefferson Avenue, Columbus, Ohio. 

James Henry Work, nephew of the 
testator, receives $1,000 a vear for life

The 
tenth codicil increased her allowance to 
$80,000 a year. The twelfth codicil pro- 
vided that should she’marry Batonyi she 
'should forfeit all interest in his estate, 
(and the thirteenth codicil made after her 
‘marriage to Batonyi revoked all her in- 
in his property after his death. 
i'The fourteenth codicil made the provi- 
'gion that in case she should separate 
| from Batonyi, as she has done, some

As a condition of the bequests to Mrs. 
Burke Roche, which were later revoked 
in the thirteenth codfcil, the will provided 
that she should not “in any manner con-

her children should not “tn the lifetime 
of said Burke Roche reside in or visit 
the Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland 
or any part thereof, and shall not live 
with or under the control as to their per- 
sons or property of said Burke Roche.

The second codicil of the will forbi s

“T hereby expressly will and provide 
that in the event of said Cynthia s con- 
tracting a marriage with any toreigner 8 
any one not a citizen of the United, States 
that thereupon all her interest in my 
estate shall cease, and the property W hich 
otherwise would have been held in trust 
far her and such interest In my estaté@ as 
otherwise might have vested in her shall 
be divided among and go to my children 
or such of them as shall have observed

iN rhe fifth codicil of the will earnestly 
desires and requests that Frances Ellen 
Burke Roche shall cease to exhibit horses 
or other animais in public shows or ex- 
hibitions or to train or prepare such an- 
imals for such purposes” and provides 
that she ‘‘ must ngt marry or have deal- 
ings with anv on®@ interested in inducing 
her to make or prepare such exhibitions. 

‘“ Aurel Batonyi,” the eighth codicil pro- 
vides,.‘‘ Shall not be employed as Super- 
intendent or in’any other way _bé@ con- 
nected with or domiciled at my Newport 
property. If my daughter, Frances Ellen, 
shal at any time fail fully to comply with 
niy wishes as expressed in the fifth codi- 
cil, and in particular if my daughter shall 
have any dealings, transactions, or rela- 
tions in business or by contract of mar- 
riage-or otherwise with Aurel Batonyi 
her entire interest in my estate shall be 
reduced to $12,000 a year.” 

The provisions of the eleventh codicil 
prohibiting his daughter and grand- 
children from visiting England and Ire- 
Jand are thus explained by Mr. Work: 

‘‘T made these provisions for the pro- 
tection of my daughter and grandchildren 
in the belief that they can find enough to 
interest, instruct, and amuse them and all 
the varieties of climate at any time neces- 
sary or desirable for purposes of health 
in the United States.” 

The twelfth codicil provided ‘‘ That my

The thirteenth codicil, immediately fol- 
lowing her marriage to Batonyi, reads:

trouble af the time. Bennet had a war- 
rant, issued on April 25 by Judge Robert 
Carey of the Court of Sessions, Jersey 
City, charging Mrs. de Festetics with per- 
teler attorney, 
Jolin H. Tillison of 1 Madison Avenue, 
wheris-also active in Christian. Sci- 
ence Church, and wno persuaded her to 
accompany the detectives to Police Head- 
quarters, 

The prisoner was arraigned in the 
Tombs Court and held without bail as a 
fugitive, from justice. From there she 
was taken before Justice Davis in the 
Supreme Court, who fixed bail #t $2,500 
to await the arrival of extradition papers 
from the Governor of New Jersey. Late 
in the ufternoon bail was furnished. 

The perjury chargé is based on an affi- 
davit made by Mrs. de Festetics in the 
Court of Chancery in New Jersey, having 
to do with the intended removal of the 
body of her son Arthur from a receiving 
vault in Hillside Cemetery, Plainfield, N. 
J., to Rye, N. Y. In this affidavit, it is 
alleged, Mrs. Ge Festetics said that the 
charge of kidnapping his own son, which 
she preferred against de Festetics about 
four years ago, had been dismissed by a 
Magistrate, when, as a matter of fact, it 
is alleged the case had already been en- 
tered in the Supreme Court of New Jer. 
sey. The husband is the complainant in 
the perjury charge. He was arrested 
three times on her charges, once for kid- 
napping the son, once for assault, and 
once for non-support. 

The marital troubles of the de Festetics 
began when the son was 10 years old. 
He became very ill about that time. and 
the mother, according to the charges of 
the father, would not call physicians, but 
practiced Christian Science for the boy's 
cure instead.

The dust is@rawn 
by. air currents into the various bins 
of the dust room. 

This dust, according to the statements 
of officials of the refinerv to Police 
Capt. Carey of the Fulton Street Station 
last night, is highly inflammable and is 
peculiarly susceptible to spontaneous 
combustion. The dust room was built 
on the water-front side of the refinery, 
so that, in caSe of an explosion, the 
flame could shoot harmlessly out over 
the river.

Bersdali guided his men, none of whom 
can speak much English. and who were 
thrown into a panic by the explosion, to 
the stairs and al! got out safely. Tony 
Chess, another foreman. was on the sev~ 
enth floor among the electric vats when 
the exvlosion occurred. He said he and 
the other men on that floor escaped by 
the stairway on the Pearl Street side. 

Twelve Hungarian laborers were empty. 
ing and filling the bie electric drums on 
the ninth floor. The flames from the dust 
room hlew right back into the drying 
room. The twelve men could not wait for 
the coming of the elevators, of which 
there are two in the building. There is 
a bridge. however. connecting the upper 
floors of the building with the melting 
miant on the other side of Pearl Street. 
The twelve frimhtened Hungarians dashed 
across this and madé their escape. 

Fourth Alarm Quickly Turned In. 

The heat of the fire on the ninth floor 
was so great that it set off the automatic 
alarm in a few seconds: - But even be- 
fore the automatic alarm went off Pa- 
trolman Clade of the Fulton Street Police 
Station had heard the‘ explosion in the 
street and had run into the office of the 
refinery and pulled the special box there. 
Edward Scott, who was in the office on 
the John Street side of the building, 
heard the expiosion and immediately sct 
to work carrying out the account books 
and ledgers. 

The explosion was also heard by Lisut. 
John Conway of Company 108, in Water 
Street, a rfrew blocks away. When Con- 
way and his men arrived, not two mins 
utes after the explosion, the fire had 
spread from the dust rootm and had 
turned the eighth, ninth; and tenth floors 
of the refinery into a raging furnace. 
Battalion Chief Kirk arrived two min- 
utes later. Kirk took one look at ‘the 
smoke and flames coming from the three 
upper floors, and then turned in a fourth 
alarm without even going through the 
gama of turning in a second and 
third. 

This alarm brought fifteen pieces of ap- 
paratus and two fireboats, and ‘these 
spent the next two hours trying te drown 
out the fire. The was

“The saddest thing about the sys- 
tem,’’ said Mr. Taylor, ‘‘is the attitude of 
the labor unions toward it. It is a harm- 
fui attitude—harmful to the workers more 
than to any others. Let me illustrate.

I 
say without hesitation and without fear 
of successful contradiction that ours is 
the best and most comprehensive offer 
ever made by any railroad corporation to 
any city tn the world. 

“Our plan t!s founded fundamentally 
upon a principle, and no solution of the 
transit question in New York can be set- 
tle@ right unless it is founded upon,a 
sound principle. That principle is a trunk 
line svstem covering the entire length of 
Manhattan Island, part of the Bronx, part 
of Queens, and practically all of Brook- 
Ivn. This trunk line system gives approx- 
imately 100 miles of rapid transit routes. 
It accommodates at least 4,000,000 people 
out of the 4,700,000 in Greater New York. 
Such portions of it as are not now built 
can be constructed, and the whole system 
put in operation within five vears.

CHANCE FOR BRONX COUNTY. 


Enough Votes to Pass the Bill, but 
Tammany Strongly Opposes it.

ALBANY, April 28.—Much interest is 
manifested by Democratic polfticilans and 
legislators in the Stilwell-Mork bill mak- 
‘ing a new county of the Borough of the 
Bronx. The measure has been reported 
favorably in both houses of the Legisla- 
ture. It is an old proposition, a similar 
measure having been introduced each ses- 
sion for several years, although this is the 
first time it has been allowed to escape 
from the hands of the committees to 
which it was referred. 

The bill is opposed by many Tammany 
members, Leader Charles. F. Murphy 
realizing that the enactment of the law 
would mean another county organization 
to reckon with in the city conventions. 
The Bronx is now a part *%f New York 
County, and Tammany can easily control 


it with the distribution of the patronage 
as it is at present. - ; 

There was consternation when the bill 
was reported by the Internal Affairs Com- 
mittee this year. The Aammany leaders 
are trying to avoid a vote on the measure, 
fearing that it will be passed. It is said 
that the insurgent Democrats are in favor 
of the bill, and that the introducers have 
been assured of votes enough to pass it. 
On Wednesday Senator Wagner prevented 
its consideration in Committee of the

ALBANY, April 28.—Plans for the archi- 
tectural development of Capitol Hill by 
the construction of department buildings 
and the extension of the park system, 
submitted to the State Trustees of public 
buildings by State Architect Ware, were 
made public to-day. 

The scheme contemplates the erection 
ofa building for the Court of Appeals 
which would also house the Court of 
Claims and such other courts as it may 
be found desirable to accommodate, on 
property to be acquired in the rear of the 
Capitol.

PASSED WITHOUT A QUORUM. 
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Democratic Assemblymen Take Advan- 
tage of Republican Leaders’ Absence.

ALBANY, April 28.—With only seven- 
teen of the 201 members present to-day 
the Assembly passed three bills which 
had been criticised. One of the méasures 
is Assemblyman Walker’s authorizing the 
State Roard of Law Examiners to admit 
to a bar examination in New York City 
John C. Hackett, a member of the Assem- 
bly, without his having passed the Re- 
gent’s examination aS Tequired by the 
rules of the Court of Appeals.

$130,000 in Fear of With- 
drawal of City Funds. 








One Director Makes Affidavit Corrob- 
orating Robin’s Story—Hyde’s Dep- 
uty Again Before the Grand Jury. 





Attorney Whitman from one of the _Di- 
rectors of the Northern Bank, strong- 
ly corroborating Joseph G. Robin’s tes- 
timony as to what occurred at the hur- 
ried meeting of the Northern Bank’s 
Executive Committee on Aug. 24 last to 
#atify Robin's loan of $130,000 to the Car- 
negie Trust Company. 

The Northern Bank Director, whose 
name is being withheld for reasons im- 
portant to the authorities, says in his 
affidavit that Robin told the Executive 
Committee he had been threatened with 
the loss of all the Northern's city deposits 
if the Carnegie loan. should be refused, 
but that if the Northern Bank came to 
the rescue of the Carnegie Trust with 
$130,000 to patch up the Carnegie’s im- 
paired reserve, the city cash balances in 
the Northern would be doubled. These 
balances were doubled a few weeks after 
the loam._was made. 

The Director says that on Aug. 24 he 
was, called from his place of business 
by telephone to attend the meeting of 
the Executive Committee. He hastened 
to Robin’s offices, where he found Robin 
and half a dozen other Directors of the 
Northern Bank. 

“Gentlemen, this is a very serious mat- 
ter,”’ said Robin, according to the Di- 
rector. ‘‘ An extremely serious situation 
has arisen in the affairs of the Carnegie 
Trust Company. The company is in a 
bad way. I had a consultation: last night 
with William J. Cummins and Joseph B. 
Reichmann of the Carnegie Trust. They 
explained the crippled condition of the 
Carnegie Trust Company to me and asked 
our aid. I told them that we could not 
let them have the amount of money they 
desire, as the Northern Bank was in no 
position to make the loan. They asked 
for $130,000 at least to tide them over 
the next bank examination. 

‘* Mr. Cummins and Mr. Reichmann took 
|} me over to the office of y Chamberlain 
| Hyde, and I was given to understand 
'that if we do not lend this money our 
City deposits will be withdrawn. If, on 
the other hand, we do grant the loan, I 
have been assured that the city deposits 
in the Northern Bank will be doubled. 
We cannot afford to antagonize them, 
and, therefore, I advise that the loan be 
made.’’ 

The question of the advisability of mak- 
ing the loan was discussed by the Exec- 
utive Committee, according to the North- 
ern’s Director, and it was finally agreed 
to vote the loan. It was aiso agreed by 
the Northern's Directors to carry the 
$130,000 loan on the bank’s books as a 
9articipation in the purchase, with the 
Carnegie Trust, of a block of city bonds. 
No city bonds were delivered to the 
Northern, however, as a result of this 
loan, and afterward the loan was entered 
aS a participation in a mortgage. 

The affidavit is looked upon 
authorities as one of the most important 
bits of evidence that has been gathered 
since the investigation into the affairs of 
the Carnegie Trust Company and the mat- 
ter of city deposits was started several 
weeks ago. 

lt is likely that the maker of the affida- 
vit will appear before the Grand Jury on 
Monday and that several other members 
of the Northern Bank’s Executive Com- 
mittee will be called.

Pattison, the consulting engineer. who!

Public Library Building. described its 
electrical equipment in detail and met re- 
cent Statements that the building is not j 
fireproof with the declaration that its 
electrical fittings are all_sheathed in iron, 
and the building itself “‘as safe as any | 
building can be made with the scientific 
ee at hand en this date of April 
28, 1911.”’ 

Later by special permit of the Direct- 
ors of the library, the Park Department, 
the architects and builders, Mr. Pattison 
led the engineers through the library 
itself, lighted up in sOme parts that they 
might see for themselves the things he 
had just described to them. They ex- 
pressed themselves generally in terms of 
enthusiastic praise over the equipment. 

“The electrical equipment of the li- 
brary,”’ said Mr, Pattison, “is simple 
throughout, presenting no novelties, and 
is merely a good illustration of the prac- 
tical application of electricity. There has 
been no attempt at the dramatic or melo- 
dramatic, no intentional attempt even to 
burn down the building. We had no 
trouble at all, except such minor troubles 
as waiting for seven years for money 
with which to do things that needed to be 
done, and cther similarly trivial and nes- | 
lizible matters. We started in 1897. and } 
every administration that has come to? 
the city since then has been from Mis- 
sourti. 

“The building now has about 20,000 
lights and 700 horse power in motors. 
In the generation of its electricity the 
coal is carried in by electrically-driven 
conveyors to a hopper above the boiler 
room, from which it is dumped: by fire- 
men, and weighed while dropping in 
chutes to the boiler room. |. In the engine- 
room are two 800-horse power engines

‘* Designed though it was in 1897, the 
building is thoroughly up to date, and 
when we get through we shall place upon

There hag been a saving of thou-~ 
sands of dollars through the installation 
of a 250-volt plant. The switchboard, of 
white marble throughout, contains all the 
usual switches, 120 feeders for light and 
powcr, and a section fer. storage hbat- 
teries containing 141 cells, with a capacity. 
for 120 amperes for eight hours. The oniy 
novelty about the switchboard is that it 
will really be used for the purposes for 
which it is made, 

‘‘ Every feeder runs from a switchboard 
in the form of an insulated rod, and all 
crossing is done in a fireproof box at the, 
top of the board. Each tool is opatalen, 
by its own individual motor, and every 
piece of apparatus is cleaned and blown 
out by compressed air. All the lifting is 
done by a large fifteen-ton crane. ‘ 

“Under the head of transmission, I 
want to answer the question that has 
often been asked: Are the wires in iron 
conduits? Every one of them is in an 
iron conduit, and this applies not only to 
the wiring in the building itseif but in 
every piece of furniture as well.

Safe as any building can be made with 
the scientific knowledge at hand an this 
day of April 28, 1911.’ 

‘‘In equipping the building for power 
we bore in mind that the library is pri-. 
marily a home for books, and everything. 
was built to méAke it a comfortable home 
for books. There are, for example, only 
three passenger elevators in the whole 
building. All the others are for books.

‘The building is equipped with a com- 
plete printery and bindery, every motion 
of which is operated by electricity.. The 
books are carried.by electricity to their 
proper positions from the printery and 
bindery, aiter they have been repaired, 
electricity.

LONDON, April 28.—The one hun- 
dred and forty-third exhibition of the 
Royal Academy, opened to-day, is not 
likely to detract from the glories of 
King George’s coronation year. It is 
more or less the fashion to speak de- 
preciatingly of the Academy, and every 
second person one meets will say that 
there is nothing in it worth viewing.

John S. Sargent is only represented 
in this category by one canvasS—a por- 
trait of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
which, while painted with the sure 
hand of the master, lacks the attractive 
qualities of some of his other work. 

J. J. Shannon and John Lavery have 
lost none of their cunning, and contrib- 
ute some noteworthy additions to their 
respective galleries of fair women, 
Shannon’s canvas of Viscountess In- 
gestre and her daughter being a par- 
ticularly striking example of his mas- 
tery of shimmering ivory whites, while 
Mr. Lavery’s “ Amazon” is an equally 
remarkable presentment of gray tones.

NEW CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


St. Bartholomew’s, in Elmhurst, to be 
Dedicated To-morrow. 


St. Bartholomew’s Catholic Church in 
Elmhurst, Borough of Queens, will be 
dedicated to-morrow by Bishop McDon- 
nell. It has a frontage of about fifty 
feet in Fourth Street near Whitney Ave- 
nue, the principal thoroughfare in Elm- 
hurst, and extends back over 125 feet. It 
is built of light pressed brick with terra 
cotta and sandstone tri ings and is 
considered one of the finest Catholic 
churches on Long Isiand. The large 
stained glass windows, imported from 
Munich, and the thirty smaller windows 
are all gifts from members of the con- 
gregation and church societies. The pews, 
altar railing and the other interior wood- 
work is oak with an old English finish.

RUINED BY BANKS CLOSING. 





Towns Near Pittsburg in Gloom When 
Foreign Bankers Disappear. 


Special to The New-York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 28.—The 
streets of Windber are to-night jammed 
with crowds of ,woebegone and sullen 
men and women. They have lost their 
all through having placed implicit faith 
in Andrew Zamany, head of the Zemany 
chain of banks and steamship agencies, 
and M. F. Korlath, owner of the Magyar 
Bank of Scalp Level, a suburb. 

It is conservatively estimated that $600,- 
000 was on deposit in the two banks when 
the docrs were closed yesterday. The vic- 
tims are not only foreigners, but many 
4smericans and business people of Wind- 
ber and neighboring villages are among 
the depositors. Aimost every hamlet in 
Somerset County in which there are 
foreign residents has bgen hit hard by 
the closing of the Zemany Bank. Villages 
ir both Bedford and Cambria Counties 
can also produce victims by the score: . 

The trouble started with the sudden dis- 
appearance Of Korlath. Qne of his banks 
is in Windber, the other in Scalp Level, a 
suburb. It is estimated that he got away 
with $70,090. 

When the Korlath banks closed a run 
was started on Zemany’s bank. He paid 
out $11,000, then closed his doors, an- 
nouncing he was bankrupt. His where- 
abouts are unknown. Three appraisers 
and an assignee have been appointed by 
the court. They have seized the bank 
books and to-night are attempting to 
appraise what is left. !

THE BRITISH PEACE MOVEMENT. 

There can be nothing but the deepest 
satisfaction for the people of this coun- 
try in the proceedings and utterances 
at the great peace meeting in London. 
Whatever may be the limitations to the 
extension of the principle of settlement 
of international differences by arbitra- 
tion, it is a matter for profound grati- 
fication that between the United States 
and Great Britain those limitations do 
not apply.

WHO ARE THE “ENEMIES” 
LABOR? 

Mr. JOHN J. MCNAmMaRa of the Struct- 
ural Iron Workers, in an address to the 
organized labor in California and the 
United States, speaks of his arrest as 
an evidence of ‘“‘ the desperation of the 
enemies of labor arrayed against us.” 
Who are the enemies of labor? We do 
not think that “‘labor,” and by that we 
mean organized labor, has many “ ene- 
mies"’ among employers. Employers 
asa class are not hostile to the princi- 
ple of organization. The many and 
great benefits that have come to wage- 
earners through the formation of their 
unions and federations are universally 
recognized. Organized labor, to be sure, 
does not win friends when by threats 
or duress, by strikes, boycotts, or vio- 
lence, it tries to prevent unorganized 
labor from earning its wage. It does 
not win friends, either, when it makes 
altogether unreasonable demands of 
employers and seeks to enforce them by 
threats. But these are not of the es- 
sence of the principle of collective bar- 
gaining; they are abuses, excrescences, 
which, it is to be hoped, will sometime 
disappear. Nobody makes friends by 
murder and the destruction of property. 
Members of the Structural Iron Work- 
ers’ organization have long been sus- 
pected of outrageous crimes committed 
in the attempt to enforce their de- 
mands. It is not for a moment to be 
supposed that all the members of that 
organization approve these lawless 
methods; the very great majority, 
probably, have had no knowledge of or 
complicity in such crimes. But i{f the 
guilt of certain members of that or- 
ganization shall be proved, what will 
be tho attitude of labor toward them? 
Will it look upon the convicted crimi- 
nals, or upon those who have brought 
them to justice, as the “enemies” of 
labor? 

Some labor unions have in fitting 
terms condemned the blowing up of 
bridges and buildings. On the other 
hand, some of the’chief men of organ- 
ized labor have denounced the arrests 
made in Indianapolis as an attempt ro 
“crucify”’’ labor. A great deal has 
been said about the “kidnappinz” of 
the two McNAMARAS and McMANIGLE. 
Judge Couuins explains that the pro- 
ceedings before him were regular and 
in accordance with law. It has been 
said that the men put ander arrest 
should have had notice and the oppor- 
tunity to employ counsel. If Judge 
CoLtuns rightly construes the law they 
were deprived of none of their rights. 
The denunciations of the detectives and 
others who have brought about these 
arrests quite overlook the fact that an 
arrest on suspicion is not a pre-judg- 
ment, is not an attempt to “crush” 
anybody. Arrests are made to the end 
that a trial may be had, and that jus- 
tice may prevail. 

Have the spokesmen of labor consid- 
ered the evidence on which these men 
were arrested? Clocks, batteries, and 
detonating apparatus intended to set off 
explosives were found in Los Angeles 
where they had been placed to cause 
other explosions simultaneously with 
that which destroyed the building of 
The Los Angeles Times and killed twen- 
ty-onehuman beings. Clocks of precisely 
the same construction were found in 
the possession of the men arrested at 
Indianapolis. In various parts of the 
country where explosions have occurred 
these clocks have been found. A large 
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| quantity of dynamite was discovered 
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in the basement of the building in 
which the Structural Iron Workers’ or- 
ganization had its headquarters. Other 
Stores of dynamite have been found at 
various places. There is no single cir- 
cumstance tending to show that these 
explosives and thig apparatus were ac- 
quired or kept in possession for any 
lawful use. Who placed the ‘dynamite 
in the basement of. the building occu- 
pied as headquarters by Mr. McNa- 
MARA’S organization? Who caused the 
explosions, some seventy in all, which 
have destroyed buildings and other 
structures, most of them in process of 
erection, in so many places? It was 
probably not the W. C. T. U. Nobody 
will advance the hypothesis that it was 
the Freemasons, the Prohibitjonists, or 
any Republican or Democratic commit- 
tee. The finger of suspicion would 
never point to any of these organiza- 
tions hecause there is no imaginable 
motive for such lawless proceedings 
which can be brought home to them. 
Is there any organization that has had 
a motive for these crimes? 

It is to be observed, first, that in 
every case where an explosion has oc- 
curred it has been preceded by a labor 
trouble, by the raising of some question 
between contractors or owners and 
members of the Structural Ircn Work- 
ers’ organization. Officers of the law 
in their search for the guilty persons 
could not overlook a fact of this sig- 
rificance. Work in progress under the 
direction of members of a certain asso- 
ciation of empleyers has been especially 
singled out for these destructive at- 
tempts. There has been notable sinii- 
larity in the methods and in the mech- 
anism employed. The explosives and 
the apparatus used for setting them off 
lave been practically of the same cnaar-

THE LAW OF THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

The spoilsmen have had a setback. 
It has been decided by Justice Rupp 
of the Supreme Court, Albany district, 
that appointments must. be made for 
merit and fitness, ascertained by com- 
petitive examinations where: practica- 
ble; that the Civil Service Commission 
has discretion only to determine wheth- 
er these examinations are practicable 
and that its determination is a question 
for the court to pass upon. 

Here is how the €ase came before the 
court. When Controller SOHMER came 
into office he found a number of stock 
transfer tax examiners, whose places 
were subject to competitive examina- 
tion. That meant that, while he could 
dismiss any of these men by simply 
stating his grounds for doing so, and 
listening to an explanation on their 
part, he could not fill their places ex- 
cépt from:an eligible list, produced by 
competition. He asked the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission to put the places in the 
exempt class, where competitive exam- 
ination ‘would not be required. The 
Commission granted his request by a 
party vote, the two Democrats against 
the one Republican. Then one of the 
incumbents, Mr. FrRep-L. MERRITT, ap- 
plied to Justice Rupp for an injunction 
restraining the Commission from mak- 
ing the change in the rules. After due 
hearing, in which the Attorney General 
appeared for the Commission, the court 
has granted a peremptory writ based 
on the principle to which we have re- 
ferred. We note with satisfaction that 
it is precisely the principle on which

As for the accuracy of that “shouldn't,” 
to impugn it requires a good deal of cour- 
age, perhaps of recklessness, for anybody 
who denies or doubts thé dignity of hon- 
est labor, no matter how humble, invites 
Instant and indignant attack of a kind 
that is hard to meet.

In view of the fact that the Episcopal 
Church Congress has had a discussion of equal 
guffrage upon its programme for the first time, 
it may be of interest to remember that the 
Episcopal clergy who have seen the practical 
working of woman suffrage generally approve 
of it. 

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe not long before her 
death seat a circular letter to all the Episco- 
pal clergymen in Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, 
and Idaho, asking whether the results of wo- 
man’s ballot were goo® or bad. Tha answers 
received were favorable, more than two to one. 

She sent a similar letter to the Baptist, 
Methodist, Congregational, and Presbyterian 
ministers in the enfranchfised States, and also 
to the editcrs. The replies of the Baptist min- 
isters were in favor, seven to one; of the Con- 
gregationalists, about eight to one; of the 
Methodists, more than ten to one, and of the 
‘Presbyterlans, more than eleven to one. The 
editors were in favor, more than eight to ong. 

In all, 624 answers were received. Of these 
62 were opposed, 46 in doubt, and 516 in favor.

Municipal Art Commissioner Boyle - has 
done considerable work in Philadelphia 
and has lived there in the past. The 
officers of the Academy took it for 
granted that the sculptor Boyle who had 
died in Atlantic City was the Municipal 
Art Commissioner. So they sent out the 
cards, in accordance with the custom of 
the Academy, announcing Mr. Boyle's 
death.

Says “increases of Assessment Are 

















To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to your editorial article on the 
subject of realty and rapid transit andespecial- 
ly to the paragraph beginning, ‘‘ Facts are 
lacking by which to test the grievance of 
Queens,’’ I would say that the present as- 
sessment has increased the taxable values in 
Queens about $118,000,000. The increases on 
various property have ranged trom 25 per cent. 
to 125 per cent. and over In some cases. These 
large increases. have been based on transit 
facilities which have not vet materialized. I 
refer to the elevated extension over the Queens- 
boro Bridge and the subway extension through 
the Belmont tunnel. 

There is the northern section of Queens, a 
territory within five. miles of Herald Square, 
large enough to take care of the normal in- 
crease {n population of New York for the n-xt 
ten years. This whole section !s nearer than 
the Bronx or that part of Wasiington Helgchts 
now building up with five and ten story bulld- 
ings. This entire section is served by trolley 
| tines and partially by the Long Island Rail- 
road, and has grown despite the adverse transi+ 
facilities. 

All that Queens asks {s a square ,deal—an 
extension of the Belmont tunnel by velevated 
far enough to the east te be of the greatest 
use to the greatest number. 

In the Bronx there are at present six and 
one-half miles of subway and elevated which 
cost approximately $4,250,000. The Inter- 
boreugh now proposes to add fourteen and 
one-half miles additional to cost $16,500,000, 
making in all twenty-one miles of subway 
and elevated at a total cost of about $20,- 
600,000. 

With taxabbe-walues f{ncreased over $100,- 
000,000, enabling the city to borrow $10,000,000 
for transportation uses, is not Queens entitled 
te some consideration?

Magistrate O’Reilly was ap- 
pointed by Mayor Van Wyck in June, 
1901. Those reappointed are’ Magistrates 
Dodd, Harris, Naumer, and Dooley.

Parts of Fountain P-..s Pay Duty as 
Rubber—Gcmer Decisions. 


It was de“ded yesterday by the Board 
of Unitec States General Appraisers that 
Parts of fountain pens made of hard 
rurfwer are dutiable under the rubber 
echedule at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. Schrader. & Ehlers, the im- 
porters of the article, maintained that 
the Collector's assessment at 35 per cent. 
was érroneous. The contention was 
raised that the merchandise should be 


@ccorded duty at 5 cents per gross and 


25 per cent. on the value. 

The local customs authorities justified 
their classification on the ground that 
_ Paragraph 187 of the act of 1909 provides 
for complete fountain pens, but not for 
parts, Consequently these articles were 
returned for duty as manufactures of 
hard rubber at 35 per cent. under 
Paragraph 464. No evidence was offered 
in behalf of the protestants in support 
of the claim made, the cases having been 
submitted on the record. Under the 
claim filed by the importers, it is claimed 
that parts of fountain pens are compre- 
hended in Paragraph 187, which specifies 
*“‘penholder tips, penholders and parts 
thereof.’’ The claim is regarded by the 
board as without merit. 

Claims filed by J. M. Tate and Frank 
H. Shallus regarding the classification 
of box tops of paper were decided ad- 
versely to the importers, Some of the 
erticles are in the form of paper in 
sheets lithographically printed, and are 
to be used for box tops, while others are 
ready-made box tops with printed dec- 
orations attached. Duty was assessed 
cm the former at the rate of 20 cents a 
tOund as “lithographic prints,’’ and on 
the latter at 35 per cent. as ‘“ manu- 
factures of paper.’’ Various claims are | 
made for lower duty, but they are all 
overruled. 

Failure to make the correct claim re- 
Bulted yesterday in the beard overruling 
a protest filed by Knauth, Nachod & | 
Kuhne. The merchandise in controversy | 
Was imitation rubber tubing, which was 
returned for duty at the rate of 45 per 
cent. ad valorem as a manufacture of 
cotton. The protestants claimed that the 
goods are dutiable properly as a manu- 
facture of rubber, or as a manufacture of 
gutta percha, or as an unenumerated 
maufactured article. Ail of these claims 
call for lower duty than that assessed. 

At the hearing a sample of the mer- 
ehandise was introduced in evidence with 
the request that it be analyzed to ascer- 
tain the component material of 
value. The analysis was made under 
direction of the board. 


tin. is the component material 
value in the tubing. General Appraiser 
Cooper holds that the goods are properly 
dutiable at 35 per cent. under Paragrapn 
so Of the present tariff as a manufacture 
of gelatin. As this claim is not made 
in the protest, the protests are over- 
ruled without affirming the assessment 
made by the Collector. 

Bartley Brothers & Hall. were unsuc- 
cessful before the board in an attempt to 
lower the Collector's assessment of duty 
on merchand invoiced as ‘straining 
web,’ duty being’ assessed at 60 per cent. 
under provision in the act of 1909 
for ‘‘ webbings.’’ The contention of the 
importers was that the merchandise is 
dutiable at So per cent. as “harness, 
Baddies, saddlery. The testimony shows 
that the merchandise is material used for 
straining pieces of saddies. It is cut to 
the length required for straining over the 
tree of a saddle. In overruling the im- 
porters’s claims, the board holds that 
the testimony is not convincing.

Sales Aggregate $462,130 and the Auc- 
tion Not Half Over—illuminated Man- 
uscripts Expected to Bring $250,000. 





The highest price at the Robert Hoe 
library sale yesterday, and the secu 
highest price of the sale so far, was real- 
ized at the afternoon session, when Wal- 
ter M. Hill of Chicago paid $21,000—a 
new record—for the only known copy, 
printed on vellum, of “* Helyas, Knight of 
the Swanne,”’ small quarto, London,-15i2. 
it is said to be the only book printed on 
vellum by Wynkyn de Worde, who, upon 
William Caxton's death, became owner of 
his printing materials and establishment. 

That this great rarity would bring one 
of the highest prices of the sale was an- 
ticipated, owing to the reappearence in 
the auction room of Miss Greene, J. P. 
Morgan's librarian, and Bernard Quaritch 
of London, both of whom for several days 
have been absent, their places being filled 
by representatives. It was between Mr. 
xiill, George D. Smith, apparently bidding 
for Henry E. Huntington; Dr. Rosenbach 
of Philadelphia, and Miss Greene that the 
contest for this literary prize chiefly lay, 
Dr. “Rosenbach stopped at $10,000, Miss 
Greene bid up to $12,500, then, with a de- 
precating shrug of her shoulders, retired 
from the competition. Hill and Smith kept 
at it until $20,000 was reached. Hill said 
$21,000, and Smith said ‘*‘‘ No more. 
There followed a hearty burst of applause 
for the Chicago man. 

was one of the most extraordinary 
rices of this extraordinary sale. The An- 
erson people say that their most gen- 
erous estimate of what the book would 
bring was far exceeded. It was sold at 
Christie’s in London in 1889 for $2,000 to 
Bernard Quaritch in the dispersal of Lord 
Revelstok2’s library. Quaritch turned it 
over to Robert Hoe at a fair andvance, 
the exact amount being, so it was said 
yesterday, $3,000. “‘Helyas”’ is a trans- 
ation from the French, and consists of 
seventy-four leaves with forty-three 
woodcuts. It has been traced back to the 
library of Edward Gwynne, book col- 
lector of the seventeenth century. It was 
rinted by Wynkyn de Worde after ne 
ad moved from Westminster to London 
and opened a shop in Fleet Street, ‘*‘ at 
the Svene of the Sonne.”’ It is the first 
English version of the legend of Lohen- 
grin, with romantic additions.

The 
grand total to date is $462,150, which is in 
excess of what the auctioneers expected 
for the entire first part, of which eleven 
sessions yet remain. Monday's sale of the 
$liuminated manuscripts, it is thought, will 
bring $250,000. 

A record price, $4,250, was paid by G. 8S. 
Heliman for the original manuscript of 
Washington Irvine's “‘Life of Oliver Gold- 
smith.’"’ It is said to be the longest- 
known manuscript of Irving in existence, 
with the possible @xception of the one in 
J. Pierpont Morgan's library. 

Heliman bought it for a gentleman who 
is credited with owning the finest collec- 
tion of Irvingiana in America. Irving's 
biegr: iphy of Oliver Goldsmith, with man- 
useript corrections in his autograph, and 
Irving’s manuscript memorandum book, 
90 leaves of notes for his ‘‘ Life of George 
Washington,’’ went to the same bidder, 
ee tiv ely, for $430 and $575.

NEGROES ATTACK POLICEMAN 


Almost a Race Riot in Seventh Ave- 
nue When Reserves Arrive. 


What threatened to be 
former race riots started in the cclored 
neighborhood arcund Thirty-seventh 
Street and Seventh Avenue last night. A 


threatening crowd followed a policeraan, 
who had arrested a negro. There were 
freqvent clashes between the whites and 
the blacks and an attempt was made to 
rescue the prisoner. When the police re- 
serves arrived the crowd wus driven back 
with difficulty, but for some time after- 
wards there were intermittent fighting. 

The trouble started over a small squab- 
ble. Patrolman John Persico saw a negro 
and a white man having a wordy duel 
at Forty-first Street and Seventh Avenue. 
He ordered them away. The negro started 
down Seventh Avenue, a crowd of men, 
mostly white, following. Going up to the 
negro to protect» him, Persico said~ he 
found the negro carrying a revolver and 
made him a prisoner. 

Other negroes rushed up and engaged 
in fistic encounters with white men. 
Loose stones and concrete were picked up 
and hurled. 

Persico blew his whistle for assistance, 
and this brought a large crowd toward 
him. As more negroes ran to the scene 
the whites were outnumbered@, and the 
negroes turned on the policemah, who 
drew his revolver and threatened to shoot 
if he were attacked again. 

All the available reserves from the West 
Thirty-seventh Street Station came up 
with clubs drawn and dispersed the crowd.
